Writers and speakers who have, since the signing of the 
Armistice, accused the Germans of quibbling and ofevincing a 
manifest desire to escape the severity “of the peacé terms imposed 
upon them, have often been described as merely wishing to perpet- 

vate the hate of our erstwhile enemies. Those who object to such 
comment have a habit of arguing that the Germans are a reformed 


fulfil the obligations imposed upon it and that to bring any ferce to 
bear on Germany would be evidence of a feeling of revenge srill nur- 
tured by the Allies. But that the Germans have consistently placed 
every. obstacle in the way of a complete adjustment of the outstand- 


= te 


which comes to hand from'time to time. There have been almost 

© peace conditions, and in some instances the representatives of the 
conquered nation have sought to justify their conduct by hair- 
‘splitting arguments on the issues involved.’ There is certainly no 
ambiguity about the Treaty of Versailles, and if the Germans were 
teally anxious to fulfil the conditions laid dewn, there would never 
be any occasion for the Allies to remonstrate with them. |, 

In the past we have remarked upon the evasiveness of the 
Germans and on the hostile attitudethey have taken up. That we 
have in no way over-stated the case is now evident from the fact 
that the Supreme Council in Paris has flatly accused the German 
Government of endeavouring to excite public. opinion against the 
Allies. That is plain speaking, but it is entirely justified by what 

“has been taking place. This allegation was made in answer toa 
German Nete in which the Berlin Government had to audacity 
to complain that the Entente was failing to perform its 
promises under the Peace Treaty. In that Note, the Germans 
made a loud song over having given satisfaction regarding 
the deliveries of coal and ‘the murder. of'-a French sergeant 
in Berlin (as though they were thus doing more than coald be 
expected of them) and then complained that the repatriation of war 
prisoners had not yet been effected: The answer to tl at was no 
dificult matter—it was. that the conditions regarding prisoners 
’ were conditional on Germany fulfilling the Armistice terms, and 

i, that they had.been suspended on account: of non-fuldlment. That 
. surely is plain enough, und the Germans must kare known full 

well why their nationals taken prisoner in the war had aot been 
sent back home. Certain is it that they cannot bluff the Paris 

Council with talk of their imagined grievances. . . 

. Weare beginning to wonder how much more patience the 

Allies will have with the German Government. No sooner is one 

issue disposed of than ‘the Germans rake up another. At present 
they are quibbling about the Scapa Flow sinkiogs, and coincident 

. with this argument comes a fresh protest by the Supreme Council 
against tho increased armaments in. Germany, contrary tothe 
terms of the Versailles Treaty. What would happen, we wonder, 

if tbe Germans had won the ‘war and the Allies were to act as the 

Berlin Government is now doing? There would-be no mercy shown, 

of that we cre quite sure. Germany knows well enough what the 
terms of her punisbment are; she is only trying to wriggle out of 
compliance with them, Up to a pojnt, it is well that she should 
be warned as she fails to observe the conditions. But there 

_muat be a limit to Allied patience atid long-suffering. The Treaty 

-gives the Entente the right to take harsh measures if the terms are 

ignored. And we feel, rather than that these arguments shall be 

- prolonged unduly, that it is about time ‘the Germans were informed 

‘that no further nonsense will be tolerated. We don’t want-to have 

to win the war twice over.: Germany has been utterly beaten. 

Sho should be-‘made to release that it is not her privilege to haggle

One hesitates to say harsh. things 
about these men to whom the 
Colony owes 0 much, butitcan be 
asserted, without fear of refuta- 
tion, that nowhere else in the 
Empire has such an indifference 
been shown to thé subject. No 
purpose would be served by giving 
the facts of the matter all over 
again, for they were ignored 
before. If the men choose to let 
their'service count as nothing and 
if they are content to lose the 
sense of comradeship that ther 
had when serving in the Forces, 
then it is their own affair. 
they do fail to band themselves 
together, it can be said that they 
will lose what should have been 
their most valuable gain—a spirit 
of help and co-operation. 

CIVIL SERVANTS’ PAY. 

Although. it only points to the 
fact thet the matter is still under 
consideration by ‘the, Home 
authorities, Civil Servants here 
must have noted with pleas- 
ure the telegram which arrived 
over the week-end  deal- 
ing with a question asked in 
the House of Commons regard- 
ing the Colonial revision of 
salaries. It is a long time now 
since the Commission “sat! in 
Hongkong to enquire into the 
local question, and, at the Budget 
meeting of the Legislative 
Council, the Hon. Mr. R. G. 
Shewan expressed his surprise 
that no decision had then been 
announced, That,in itself, is a 
considerable time ago, and one 
would have, thought that some- 
thing would have been done 
before now.’ The fact that the 
men concerned are receiving 
bonuses pending the -tevision 
should not be allowed to delay 
the revision itself, for it is desir- 
able that a new permanent scale 
be adopted ‘as early as possible. 
Unfortunately, Colonial authori- 
ties at Home have no reputation 
for speed, and. generally take 
their own sweet time over suck 
matters, It will have to be a 
case of patience, but patience is 
always’a one-sided and unsatis- 
factory game.

Single 
men without families could live 
more than comfortably on the 
present wage, but for married 
men ,who have families and 
homes to keep it is notso com- 
fortable, but it must not be 
forgotten that most of the 
engineers, masters and others get 
their living free on board, and 
thatis worth so much extra to 
them. The now scale of the 
Guild wages does not make 
sufficient discrimination as to 
length of service. A man who 
has recently joined is justly not 
entitled to:receive as high a rate 
of pay as the man who has been 
years.in the service of the 
shipping company. The scale 
of pay adopted by the 
Indo-China, China Navigation 
Company and other regular 
coasting compenies is much more 
satisfactory, and, to my, way of 
thinking, more advantageous. to 
those concerned than the scale 
demanded by the Guild for the 
reason that the length of service 
counts for nothing. In the regular 
China coastal companies the 
men not only get their pay but 
hospital attendance, homa leave 
and bonus.

who, in wishing hearty success to 
the school, foreshadowed a set 
further extension in-the future, 
expressing the hope “that some- 

time in the future ‘the difficulty of 
“finding space for boarders in this 
school may be solved, possibly by 
building a new residence for His 
Lordship the Bishop.” The build- 
ing was opened in” October 
and the school rapidly grew, the 
number of students being over 200 
at the end of that year. The fol- 
lowing year the number sprang to 
300 and the school. was aguin full 
to its mit, In 1913 the West 
Wing of the main’ building was 
pulled down and rebuilt in such 
a way ag to provide more class 
rooms. The seating accommoda- 
tion was thus inereased to 350 
students which number was reath- 
ed almost immediately and has 
been maintained up to the present 
year, applicants having to be turn- 
ed away for lack of accommoda- 
tion. 


In' the same year (1918) an at 
tempt was made to meet the urgent. 
demand for boarding accommoda- 
tion and 2 houses were rented for 
a time in Leung Fai Toi Terrace. 
The experiment proved an im- 


mediate success and soon after 2 


houses were taken in Caine Road. 
At the beginning of 1916 a large 
_ and commodious building at i1 
Caine’Road was obtained capable 
of holding ~early 60 students and 
‘teachers; together with class room 
accommodation and play ground. 
From the very first the. Hostel has 
been full; bearing witness to the 
fact that it has met an urgent need, 
The crowded condition of the 


vogue a 


school and also of the ‘Hostel has 

again led ta the need pf further 
extension; and: Sir .F. Lugard’s 
suggestion of building a new re- 
sidence for the Warden (at present 
the Bishop of Victoria) elsewhere, 
is now part» of the extension 
scheme. Bishop Lander is of 
opinion that'a smaller and, less 
dilapidated episcopal residencé in 
a quieter and cooler locality would 
be more suitable and less expen- 
sive to keep up. Mfr. Chan Harr, 
a member of the College Council, 
therefore kindly invited a number 
of Chinese friends to meet and dis- 
cuss the scheme. A Committee 
was formed consisting of the fol- 
‘owing members Messrs. George 
Banker, Chan Harr, Ma Wing 
Chan, Lam Woo, Tsoi Hing, Kwok 
Chuen, Chau Siu Ki, Leung Yan 
Po, Cheong Sum Woo, Siu Ying 
Chau, Yung Tsze Ming and. Dr. 
Wu Tin Po with His Lordship the 
Bishop of Victoria as Chairman, 
the Rev. A. D. Stewart, Vice-Chair- 
man, and Mr. S. W. Tso as Secre- 
tary to prepare the scheme. It. 
was recommended by this commit- 


“| tee therefore. ° - 


(1) that a Hostel capable of ac- 
commodating at least SO students, 
besides European and Chinese 
staff, should be erected on the site 
where the two houses known as the 
College Gardens stood; they hav- 
ing been greatly damaged by the 
earthquake, 


2) that a house be purchased 
or erect ted elsewhere for the Bishop 
as his episcopal residence, 

(3) that when such a house and 
some repair funds sare provided 
for, the present Warden’s, ie. the 
Bishop’s residence (saving a por- 
tion for the. Bishop’s office) be 
taken over and converted into class 
rooms capable of receiving 200 
more students; a large Hall 
with « seating accommodation tor 
at least 700 persons, a Gymna- 
sium anda Library. 


The total amount néeded for the 
whole scheme was estimated at 
about $175,000, but it will pro- 
habiy be fully $200,006. In order 
to get this amount the Committee 
suggested trat the donor of $10,000 
who first pays in that amount shail 

huve the privilege of naming the 
Grest Hall and shall have his 
portrait, done in porcelain, placed 
in a prominent position: that 
donors of the following amount 
may have the privilege of naming 
as follows:—The Gymnasium, 
$5,000; The Library, $3,000; A 
Class Room, $1,000. 

These rooms may be given as 
memorials and the portrait and 
name of the commemorated will 
be placed in the room as a per- 
manent memorial. A tablet will 
be erected in’ the Great Hall giv- 
ing’a list of the donors together 
with the objects for which they 
havesubscribed. Afree scholarship 
scheme for donors of $1,000 and 
upwards is also recommended.

‘I graciously consented to open to- 


day is the first part of the exten- 
sion scheme. Its early realization 
is due to the» Rey. A. D. Stewart, 
whose strong desire to do good to 
the Chinese is well known and 
much appreciated,” by his ad- 
vancing a large portion of, the 
cost for: the erection ‘which 
amounted to $86,000. .The Com- 
mittee, therefore, decided that all 
donations received for the exten- 
sion scheme will be first applied 
for the reduction of the loan so 
advanced while the other part of 
the scheme will be taken in hand 
whenever the amount of donations 
received and the Trustee’s ap- 
proval warrant a start. The Com- 
mittee, however, feels .that this 
year has not been a goad year for 
getting in subscriptions for pro- 
jects of this nature. Much money 
in the Colony had been tied up in 
ventures which are expected to 
give a quick return while many 
calls for charities are being made 
upon the generosity of the com- 
munity. However, the scheme is 
one for the good cause of edaca- 
tion and the committee is ¢on- 
fident that the general public, 
\especially the Chinese community,

MR. DODWELL'S LECTURE. 


—_— 


Of particular interest to golfers 
was the lecture which Mr. 9. H. 
Dodwell gave on golf last evening 
at tho Helena May Institute to a 
large attendance, which included 
a big sprinkling of ladies. 


The lecturer commenced by 
‘giving a brief outline of the 
history of golf. Golf, he said, 
appeared to have been played 
before the year 1457 A.D. At 
that time it received Parliament- 
ary. notice; in fact, legisla- 
tion was introduced to put a atop 


to it. He supposed that was] 
on account of the fact 
that the youth of those 


days extended their games into 
the week-ends. Fortunately, golf 
survived and.in the year. ALD. 
1508, they were told, it. was 
extensively played by the King. 
At that time King Henry VI 
and James IV were the respective 
Kings of England and Scotland. 
Tt was doubtful which King it 
was who extensively indulged 
in the sport. The Scots said 
it was James, who needed golf 
to console him in his adversities. 
The English said it was King 
Henry VI, but whatever the 
Scots might have to say about the 
origin of the game, it Was to 
England that the credit was due 
of having founded the first golf 
club in history, the Royal Black- 
heath Golf Club being established 
in 1608, True, golf was first 
mentioned as being played at St. 
“Andrew's in 1552, but ir was not 
until 202 years afterwards that the 
inhabitants decided to form them- 
selves intoa Clubin 1754. From 
then on we did not hear much 
about the game until in 1848, the 
gutta ball replaced the old feather 
stuffed ball, while in 1860 the 
first. open Championship was 
played and won hy Willie Park 
senior, and three years later 
King Edward Vl, then Prince ef 
Wales, was unanimously elected 
Captain of the Royal and ‘and 
Ancient Golf Club ‘of St Andrews. 
a‘.great honour for the King. 
After that, the history-of golf was 

familiar to mostof them. He did 
not propose to deal further with 
that history but,to speak on some 
points on golf. ‘ 


An eminent writer, who was

game, had said of golf that it was 


-a test calling for courage, skill, 


strategy and self-control. It was

IS IT A GRAVE MENACE? 
W Practically all the people of 
Leicester were discussing the pros 
and cons of Spiritualism recently, 
says a Daily Chronicle repre- 
sentative. There were two 
great meetings. One filled the 
De Montfort Hall, where 
the thesis of the Internat- 
ional Bible Students’ Associati n 
was that Spiritualism was the 
work of fallen angels. 

The other meeting was at the 
Palace Theatre, where Sir A. 
Conan Doyle met the challenge 
of the Church Congress as voiced! 
by the Rev. J. A. V. Magee, a son 
of ‘the late Bishop Magee, whe 
became Archbishop of York. ~ 

The challenge was to Sir A. 
Conan Doyle to deny that 
‘Spiritualism involved a grave 

peril to tbe mental, moral, and 
«spiritual life of the netion; that it] 

drove women mediums mad, and 
brought about theic downfall. 

Sir A. Conan Doyle, who was 
accompanied by Lady Doyle, had 
a very hearty reception. Hesaid 
~the country could not fail to see, 
after a long period of abuse, that 
“the tide. of public ‘opinion had 
definitely set in favour of thoir| 
* cause, .. The life had been crush- 
' ed.out of the ordinary Christian 
organisations by mechanical 
organisation. They could now 
see the light breaking through 

., the cracks, which gave evidence 
of the second coming of the’ rule 

of Christ's spirit. . 

The early Christians ap- 
proached-the question of spirits 
‘exactly in the same way as 
_ modern spiritualists did.. The 
“Church had:.bsen lacking in 
essential things. All Christian- 
ity ought tube sitting in sack- 


They must widen the scope. of 
the Church’s views, and especially 
in regard to the life hereafter. 
Materialism had at one time 
triumphed; now spiritualists | 
came forward to prove that there 
was life after life, and to establish 
all the. basic principles of Chris- 
tianity. They had a reasonable 
philosophy, andthe Church, if they 
had béen not blind, would have 
gained the spiritualists in order 
‘to establish their great and essent- 
ial principles, instead of turning 
on Spiritualists and trying to the 
utmost of their ability, which was 
not great, to rend the spiritualisrs 
in twain. 

The spiritualists had many 
adherents in the Church of Eng- 
land, and some of their best me- 
diums. In particular, they owed.a 
debt of gratitude to the Dean of 
Manchester for the intelligent 
and upright way in which he had 
dealt with this subject.
